PEONY  NOTES 

It  is  always  interesting  to  study  history,  especially  in 
comparing  the  past  with  the  present.  The  origin  of 
new  varieties  of  Peonies  occurs  in  eras  or  waves,  and 
the  present  one  is  coincident  with  the  spread  of  interest 
in  tlie  Peony.  Whether  or  not  popular  regard  for  this 
flower  grew  with  the  introduction  of  new  and  superior 
varieties,  or  whether  the  greater  popularity  of  the  flower 
inspired  acliievement  of  better  Peonies,  is  a question. 
If  the  latter,  then  the  present-day  popularity  is  merely

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a manifestation^  for  seeds  must  be  planted  and  cared 
for  in  faith  many  years  before  they  become  known. 
Usually  at  least  ten  years  must  elapse  from  the  planting 
of  the  seed  until  there  is  any  quantity  of  stock  to  offer. 
But  the  American  Peony  Society,  now  numbering 
nearly  five  hundred  members,  was  formed  in  1904  by 
a few  who  had  faith  in  the  future  of  this  fiower. 

As  new  varieties  are  introduced  they  must,  if  worthy, 
displace  some  older  varieties,  as  our  standard  of  good 
Peonies  is  constantly  raised  and  many  of  the  Peonies 
which  we  grew  here  at  Cherry  Hill  ten  or  even  five 
years  ago  will  never  be  catalogued  by  us  again. 

In  1920  the  American  Peony  Society  sent  out  lists 
to  its  members  asking  that  they  give  their  estimates 
of  the  value  of  all  these  varieties  based  on  a rating 
of  ten  for  perfection.  The  Secretary  has  tabulated 
the  reports  and  struck  an  average,  so  that  we  may  all 
know  the  intrinsic  value  of  these  varieties  throughout 
the  country.  We  have  placed  these  ratings,  where  given, 
against  each  name,  showing  the  value  placed  by  amateur 
and  commercial  growers  alike.  It  was  recommended 
by  the  Society  that  no  variety  rating  under  6.0  be  pro- 
pagated farther,  and  you  will  see  that  very  few  which 
we  list  rate  under  7.0.  Some  varieties  rating  below 
this  have  been  retained  for  special  reasons,  such  as 
very  early  and  free  blooming  habits,  or  because  of  their 
value  as  cut  fiower  or  landscape  varieties. 

We  have  procured  new  varieties  as  fast  as  they  were 
introduced,  either  in  this  country  or  Europe,  and  have 
carefully  studied  them  every  year.  At  different  times 
we  have  absorbed  other  choice  collections  and  offered 
them  in  our  list,  which  we  believe  consists  of  as  many 
really  fine  Peonies  as  may  be  found  in  any  collection 
in  the  world. 

Our  own  seedlings,  which  we  offer  in  Series  G,  were 
sown  over  twenty  years  ago,  and  have  been  thoroughly 
tested  and  compared  with  the  best  of  other  originators. 
Although  they  have  not  become  widely  disseminated  as 
yet,  so  that  a large  vote  could  be  obtained,  you  will 
notice  the  high  ratings  given.  In  our  judgment  these 
will  rank  with  the  finest  that  have  been  produced. 

Our  policy  has  always  been  to  obtain  the  best  and 
to  test  them  in  our  own  gardens.

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PEONY  CULTURE 

Peonies  may  be  transplanted  almost  any  time  when 
the  ground  is  not  frozen,  but  the  best  time  is  in  Sep- 
tember and  October,  as  the  plants  receive  the  least 
shock  at  that  time  and  get  well  settled  before  making 
the  next  season’s  bloom.  In  the  spring,  if  orders  are 
sent  early,  we  can  dig  and  hold  dormant,  as  we  do  not 
carry  plants  in  cellar  storage,  but  dig  each  order  fresh 
as  called  for. 

The  size  we  list  is  a one-year  plant,  which  is  a plant 
divided  and  reset  a year  before,  or,  in  some  cases,  in 
the  rare  varieties,  a strong  division.  Many  of  our  cus- 
tomers have  told  us  that  they  divided  the  plants  we 
sent  them,  but  we  strongly  advise  against  this,  as  we 
know  that  small  divisions  will  not  recover  for  a number 
of  years,  and  we  have  found  from  observation  that  plants 
may  be  permanently  weakened  by  dividing  oftener  than 
once  in  two  or  three  years.  Peonies  should  have  an 
opportunity  to  develop  and  ^^tind’^  themselves  before 
undergoing  the  shock  of  another  division.  This  is  our 
experience  after  years  of  experimenting,  and,  while  it 
is  a great  temptation  to  propagate  scarce  varieties  as 
fast  as  possible,  we  endeavor  to  produce  plants  which 
will,  in  the  end,  give  the  best  results.  Many  plants 
which  we  have  imported  from  Holland  have  been  so 
small  that  it  took  years  for  them  to  develop,  and  we 
had  to  wait  to  see  whether  the  new  varieties  were  worth 
while  or  should  not  be  admitted  into  the  garden  to 
displace  others. 

We  have  carefully  selected  our  plants  for  propaga- 
tion, choosing  only  those  which  were  above  the  average 
in  vigor  and  blooming  qualities,  and  believe  that  we 
have  developed  a superior  strain  of  Peonies  which  we 
are  proud  to  call  the  ''Cherry  Hill  strainP 

Peonies  do  best  in  a light,  rich  loam,  but  in  no  case 
should  manure  be  applied  directly  to  the  roots.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  trench  out  a deep  bed,  but  plant  them 
in  well-loosened  soil  to  a depth  of  about  Wo  inches 
below  the  top  of  the  ground.  Deep  planting  is  the 
most  frequent  cause  of  ^Tlind^^  plants — that  is  plants 
which  appear  perfectly  healthy  but  do  not  bloom.  The 
buds  on  the  plant  should  be  about  two  inches  below 
the  top  of  the  ground.  We  use  a fertilizer  containing 
considerable  lime  and  potash  in  the  fall,  and  some  form 
of  manure  in  the  spring  which  acts  as  a tonic  and,  with 
liberal  watering,  will  produce  extra  large  flowers. 

Those  wishing  quicker  results  will  find  the  larger 
two  and  three-year  plants  offered  will  produce  the  de- 
sired effects.  We  have  never  seen  a Peony  plant  which 
will  produce  its  best  bloom  the  first  year  after  planting, 
but  the  clumps  will  be  far  ahead  by  the  second  year. 


We  have  been  twenty  years  In  producing  our  seedlings. 
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Very  few  diseases  or  pests  affect  Peonies.  Of  course 
rose-chafers  will  attack  any  flower^  and  the  best  way 
to  destroy  them  is  by  hand  picking.  Sometimes,  in 
gardens  where  too  much  manure  has  been  applied  every 
year,  or  in  a very  wet  season,  the  stems  will  wilt  down. 
These  stems  should  be  removed  and  air-slaked  lime 
sprinkled  on  the  ground.  In  very  bad  cases  the  plants 
should  be  lifted  in  the  fall  and  the  earth  removed, 
putting  in  fresh  soil.

This  popular  class  of  perennials  needs  no  introduc- 
tion and  is  probably  the  most  satisfactory  for  mass 
effects  in  the  garden.  By  a selection  of  varieties  and 
l)y  clipping  off  the  ffower  heads  before  they  go  to  seed, 
one  may  have  a great  deal  of  color  in  the  garden 
through  the  difficult  months  of  July  and  August.  In- 
deed, Phlox  will  be  in  bloom  when  the  first  frosts  come 
in  October.  The  newer  varieties  are  such  splendid 
improvements  over  the  older  ones  that  there  is  no 
excuse  for  continuing  the  muddy  purples  and  magentas. 
A very  effective  result  may  be  obtained  by  planting 
groups  in  front  of  shrubbery,  as  the  fiowering  season 
of  shrubbery  borders  is  increased. 

To  overcome  the  effects  of  mildew  on  the  lower  leaves, 
spray  with  Bordeaux  mixture  or  dust  with  powdered 
sulpliur.  Clip  the  blossom  heads  off  as  soon  as  they 
are  through  blooming,  and  pull  out  any  seedlings  which 
may  appear,  or  otherwise  the  purple  seedlings  will  chok(i 
out  tlie  parent  plants  and  spoil  the  color  effects  planned.

The  Japanese  Iris  is  the  last  of  the  Irises  to  bloom, 
and  it  is  truly  the  crowning  Iris.  When  grown  in  a 
favorable  location  the  flower  steins  will  attain  a height 
of  nearly  five  feet  and  the  blossoms  a size  of  eight  to 
twelve  inches  across.  They  should  be  planted  in  the 
early  fall  or  spring,  in  a well-drained  hut  not  sandy 
soil.  The  ideal  place  is  one  which  is  rather  dry  in  the 
winter  and  may  he  well  watered  in  the  spring  up  to 
the  time  of  blooming,  which  is  in  this  locality  about 
the  first  of  July.  We  have  used  leaf  mold  or  peat  muck 
worked  into  the  soil,  and  this  holds  the  moisture  like 
a sponge. 

This  class  of  Iris  is  very  scarce,  as  no  large  stoclvs 
are  to  be  found.  We  have  added  to  our  collection  from 
time  to  time,  both  by  direct  importations  from  Japan 
and  from  private  gardens  which  had  especially  fine  varie- 
ties.
